I.omloii, May 9. — (-1:10 a. in.)— Four 
tlioiisaml British cavalry watered their 
Iiiirses at Zand river w\ Monday, lio 
miles beyond Siiiiildoel, wliere Lord llob- 
orts continues to date his despatehes. 
The scouts, who have been searching 
the cotintry for miles along tlio stronni, 
liavo found no Boors south of tlie river. 
I'lii' enemy are' laagereti iu unknown 
force on the north bank. Thus the Brit- 
ish advance guard is within 45 miles of 
Kroonstad. Tlie Froo Staters, in the 
expectation that Kroonstad will speed- 
ily become luiteuable, are. aecordiiig to 
iiiforniiition from I.,iircnzo MariiiiOf, pre- 
parin.i; to transfer their govermneiit to 
lluilliron, a little more than Jifty miles 
norllieiist. The proclamation of Lord 
Itobcrts appears to liiive little effect up- 
on till.' iiilmbitiints of the invaded dis- 
tricts. I'jvery faini is found deserted ox- 
cci)t by the women and children. 

All the men are away ligliliu?. 

Correspondents at lietidtiuarters are 
now wiring freely concerning' tlu' inci- 
dents connected with tlie oocuiiatiou of 
Smahleel. Some e.\asiii>ration is express- 
ed at tlu^ case Boers escaped with their 
transports before the very eyes of tlio 
British troo[jts. Wlien the British enter- 
ed Smaldeel, tlio Boer ox wagons eooly 
outspanned only five miles away. Lord 
lioberts is described as "Rig'itly unwill- 
ing to sacritice his hor-ses for the sake of 
a comparatively niiuor advantage." N'ev- 
crtheless, tlie los.s of horse llcfih iu spite 
of all precautions, is euonuouH. 

Smaldoel is a village of only a score of 
dwellings but it expanded in ione night 
to a vast canvass «ity, orid the glow of 
the camp-fires like . n scone In an' iron 
smelting district. The city ie likely to 
fade iiway in a day by the immediate pro- 
gress of infantry to Zand river. 

The tidings from Mnfoking arc gloomy 
indeed, everybody there has an empty 
stoninch and a iniu-lied face. The na- 
tives are no lontrer given even iiorridgo 
and the whites have iiotliiiig but a (luart 
of that substance and a puiinil of hnrso 
sausage daily. ICverything else eat:ible 
is gone. Insnlllcicnt food, wet trendies 
and cold iiightK are deadly to the health 
of the garrison. This inforuiaticjii comes 
from reliable natives. Lady Sarah Wil- 
son, tinder date of .\pril 27, says: "The 
Hoers now number •L.'iOd, including 
young KlofT, l^residi'iit Ivruger's graiul- 
soii, who lias sent for six more guns." 

A -Maleking corresixmdeiit of the 
Times, who also eniplianizes the cxirenie 
gravity of the situation, says: "It is 
iniliossiblc to ignore the fatal signilieance 
of (."(d. Baden-l'owcll's reference to the 
liardsliips endureil by the women and 
children, iimoug -wliom many dcatlis have 
already occurred. 

"The commissariat is holding a .stock 
of food in reserve for use In the direst 
extremity." 

.'V British column is reported to have 
reached Taungs, 30 miles north of Wnr- 
renton. According to Pretoria advices, 
the British are ne;iring Vryhurg, whieli 
is half way between AVurrenton and 
JInfeking. <!en.

— 'I'lie war ollice has is- 
siuhI tlu.' following di'spatch from Lord 
Koberls, dated Siiialdeel, May S: 

"(Jen. Ilutton with moiinte<l infantry 
reconnoiterod yesterday to the Zand riv- 
er and found the enemy in consitk'rable 
force. 

"Gen. Broadwood's brigade of cavalry 
with Oen. Ian Hamilton's force per- 
formed the same operation with much 
the same results. 

"Gen. Hunter reports that he occupied 
l''ourteen Streams yesterday without op- 
Iiosition, owing in a great nieasure to the 
able <lispositioiis made by Gen. Paget 
on the left bank of the Vaal river, at 
Warrenton, where liis artillery fire ren- 
dered the enemy's position practically 
untenable.

When the Sixth and half 
of the Fifth In-igades of infantry nd 
vnnced under cover of the artillery the 
enemy retired, abandoning tlieir cloth- 
ing, ammunition and personal effects."

The old 
railroad bridge can be repaired in a 
week. 1'Iie Boer prisoners say the Burg- 
ers, wlio number 10,000 men, are now 
on tl.eir wa.v to Christiana.

Hopes Remain that Traces May Be 
Found of His I'arty. 

St. John's, Ntld., May 8.— Xhe Consul 
of Sweden and Norway here offers' a re- 
ward to any and all persons who may 
find articles connected with the Polar 
e.\pcdition of Herr Audree. The reward 
is especially directed to whalers bound 
from this port for Davis strait, which 
connects Balllns bay with the Atlantic 
ocean, und to fishermen proceeding to 
the coast of northern territories next 
month. The impression is that Andree 
may possibly have reached some region 
touched by Newfoundland whali'rs or 
fishormen, from which relief might be 
obtained from tlie Esfiuiinaux.

Ottawa, May S.— The afcpirafions of 
certain newspaper .nen to get news- 
paper temporarily on the free list was 
killed by one of their own number.

Mr. SlaeLoan read n telegram stating 
that the Laureiitidcs mill would be in 
operation in a week, and this practical- 
ly killed the reciuest, to which ikIacLcaii 
was a party. The subject then dropped.

Two Hundredth Day of the 
Siege Celebrated by the ; V 
Defenders 



Colonel Baden-Powell Sends a 
Hopeful Message to Gen- 
eral Ro1)erts 



Men and Women Are Showing 
the Greatest Courage and 
Devotion. 



London, May 8. — The besieged at 
Mafeking' celebrated the two hundredth 
dny of the siege with horse dinners. Col. 
Baden-Powell 'ocnt a messa.ge to Lord 
Roberts saying: 

"After two liundreii days of siege I 
desire to bring to your lordship's notice 
the exceptionally good spirit of loyalty; 
which pervades all clashes of the garri- 
son and the patience of everybody. Jlafe- 
king is making the best of things under 
till' long strain of anxiety, hardship, and 
privation, wliicli is beyond all praise, and 
is a revelation to me. 

"Th(! men, lialf of whom are not ac- 
customed to tile use of arms, have adapt- 
ed themselves to their diitiw with the 
greatest zeal and readiness. The pluck 
and devotion of the women have bi.'cii 
remarkable. AVith such spirits our or- 
ganization runs like clockwork. .' I'havo 
every hope it will pull us through." 

A despatch from Capetown dated to- 
day says: "I..ord I'olierts' phenomenal 
advance is not only utterly deinm-alizing 
the Boer, but is striking terror into the 
rebellionists. The relief of Mafeking is 
expected tit any moment. AVith the ex- 
ception of a little rille fire at the outly- 
ing trenches, everything is quiet. nio 
slight epidemic of typhoid fever is abat- 
ing as a result of the medical precaution. 

"The eiiemy's artillery, with the ex- 
ception. of two five-pounders, has appar- 
ently been^' withdrawn. r- r 

"It was learned •on April ;.'25 :tba.^' the 
enemy intended to attack'and the: entire 
garrison stood to its arms, Wheh, day, 
liroke Col. Baden-Powell took .up. a , posi- 
tion on the lookout and tlie heavy rattle 
of musketry and the boom of four guns 
convinced us that an attack was about 
to open, but it bccaine appji rent that the 
Boer officers could lidt persuade their 
men to advance. Through gliisses wo " 
saw ollicers urging the infantry forward. 
The enemy reformed and retired. Our 
men fired a shot in the hope of inducing 
tlio enemy to come to close quartc:\s. 
The native distress has been alleviated, 
many of them sliiipiiig through Boer 
lines. 

"The men of the garrison forego their 
sugar ration for the benefit of the wo- 
nii'ii and children.

KEKEAVICn PRAISED. 

(Ileiieral Roberts Pays a Tribute to tlie 
Defender of Kimberley. 

London, May 8. — The Gazette lliis 
evening contains a despatch from Lord 
Roberts enclosing Col. Kekewich's re- 
port on the operations at Kiniberley.

Lord Koboi'ts contiiuies his ihIvmik 
and tlie Colonial troops :uo Iciulini,' tl 
way. L:ist nigiit Gen. Ilutloii was i'^ 
poitiil to bo camped at Welgelegon sii 
dng. This is not shown on the inapw, but 
there te a place called WelgeleKcu on tlu 
liighTj'ay -from Wiabursr to Kroonstad 
and i)resuiiia'oly th(> sidiiii; is on tlio rail 
■way opposite this point, and if so it i> 
about hull" way to the Laud river, when 
the Boers arc alleged to intend to niaki 
a determined stand. No greater compU- 
meut can be paid to the Colonial troop- 
than the choice of them by so astute a 
leader as Lord Iloborts to show the -way 
to Pretoria. It was a West Anstralinu 
infantryman who discovered that the 
track was underlaid with racknrock and 
thus saved a train and many valuable 
Jives. 

After a silence of two days "we have 
Jiew.s of the operations around Thaha 
N'chu, and learn that the enemy havo 
sibaudouoil their position at that point and 
moved northward. But up to a late hour 
last eveniui,'- no word liad coiiie from 
General P'rench, who set out some days 
ago with 10,000 cavalry. 'ITiero has 
t)een nothing from Gen. Kelly-Kenny for 
nearly a week and Gon. Cliornisido i 
also silent. We may feel sure , how - 
evor, ^hat th?y are doing the work cut 
out for them, or Bobcrts would not he 
puKhin,^ along to the north. Southeatit- 
ern Natal, and consequently "'Hoberts' 
Jine of coinnmnication must now be free 
from tile enemy. 

It Is said that the Boer force which 
■was opposim,' our column at Fourteen 
Streams, and numbers 10,000 men, has 
retired on Christiana. This is a 'iVans- 
vaal town on tlie Vaal river about ;!0 
miles fruin I'"ourteen Streams and in the 
direction of Pretoria. 

We have not been able to undertituud 
the expectation of the immediate relief 
of .Mafekin>; by Gen. Huntor. H»' wsm 
at Windsortou some lliree or four days 
ago, and Windsortou is IDO miles from 
Mafeking. Allowing for a very rapid 
advance on Hunter's part he must yet l)c 
several days march from the bcl('Mf,'Uored 
toun. Mat'eUiiig was geltint; along fair- 
ly well on April 29. Althongli the cniMuy 
.were numerically stronger, it was be- 
lieved that most of their artillery had 
•■been withdrawn. 



QUO VADIS. 



The reign of Nero witnessed the cul- 
mination of Boman degeneracy. At the 
same time it saw the introduction to the 
Imperial City of the new religions cult, 
which was destined to n-volutionize ibc 
world. It is the contrast between the 
two opposing forces of liuman material- 
ism and Christian spirituality which 
lends the chief value to "Quo Vadis." 
The book aims to be a description of life 
in times that ari' indescribable, and, con- 
fronted l>y the iuipossibility ol' his self- 
imposed task, tli(! author covers his re- 
treat with a cloud of details. The 
characters are strongly drawn. How 
true they are to the lifi- must be a mat- 
ter .of opinion. Historians have agreed 
to differ as to Nero. His inisforlune is 
that only his enemies have survived to 
draw his portrait. Whether ho was a 
man of strong personality and able to 
impress the age with his own brutality, 
or, as we are told of tJie Ilussian Czars, 
his ■ political oidournge was too potent 
for. him to resist, aud ho only represent- 
ed the prevailing depravity of the time, 
must necessniily remain a debatable 
question. Every student of history is 
interested in knowing the estimate foiui- 
cil by a careful student and able writer 
of this endjiem of Koman degeneracy, 
and fortunately the story has been 
dramatized, so j that in' the hands of ca- 
l)nble interpreters the 'characters may be 
placed before the public in a lUHnner 
best calculated to awaken thought. 
Whether Quo Vadis as a drama will 
have a long euougli life to place the 
study of Nero on a plane similar to tliat 
held by Hamlet and Cleopatra ca.n only 
bo settled by time. The ,weaknoBH of 
the story consists in the fact that Nero, 
the great character in it, is subordin- 



ated to purely fictitious individuals. It 
will ,be interesttoffi^toPjBee if the dram- 
atizer has remedied this defect. If he 
has not, there remains a theme for some 
succeeding dramatizer to atili^e. ' ■ 

The effect of Christianity upon the 
minds of those who fully accepted it is 
very well brought cut in the story. The 
Apostle. Peter of; tho,;aovel , is th^r^Peter 
of tlie first chapters" of' tbe 'Acts of tlio 
Apostles, and Paul is the Paul of the 
Epistles. Lygia and Vieinius. the hero 
and heroine, afford an iuterssting in- 
stiiiAc^^of mixed motives, and one is led 
to wo'rider if Victnius would have seen 
so much that was beautiful in Chris- 
tianity i( Lygia had been less lovely. But 
these considerations are subordinate to 
the great object of the story, which 
•seems to be to bring out the nature of 
the struggle between Christianity and 
Roman paganism at its most critical 
period. This must always be- a theme 
worthy of stuiiy. ami the proper presen- 
tation of characters evolved in such an 
ag^ is well worthy of the greatest dram- 
atic talent. Wo shall shortly have the 
bi>portunity of seeing if a modern play- 
wright has disphi.ved Shakespearian 
powers in handling a thome worthy t)f 
tlie pov.Ms of the greatest dramatist of 
them all.

OUIl FlSIIEltlES. 

The Moutieal Ili'rald interviewod Jlr. 
L. J. Tweedie. pro/incinl secretary o£ 
New Brunswick, a few days ago, when 
that gentleman was returning from Ot- 
tawa, and in the course of the interview 
lie said: 

As you are no donbt aware by the n>- 
I'Oiit decision of tho judicial conunittee of 
tho Privy Council, tho inshore lislu-ries 
and the lishcrios in tidal rivers hivve 
been determined to belong to tho prov- 
inces, and the view of our goveri>nieiil 
is that, as a logical seiiiience of the de- 
cision, provincial ownership will l>e held 
to extend to three marine miles froiii 
the shore. This decision luri'ssnrily 
gives rise to vm-y imiiortaiit ii\u>slions, 
which it is desirable to have settled as 
speedily as pnssible, so as to ensure a 
continuance of the efllciont regulation 
aud protection of the fisheries, wliiidi are 
a source nf great wealth and afford a 
livclihiMid to so many thousands of peo- 
ple. Wc had a very satisfactory inter 
view with Sir L(Miis I~)avies, the uiiniHtor 
i)f inai-ini' iiiid lisheries. and also with 
Hon. -Mr. lUair. the New Brunswick ro 
presontative in the cabinet, who gave us 
full opportunity to present our views, 
am.l we feel nuite justified in entertain- 
ing tho hope that before very long an ar- 
rangement will be arrived at, which, 
while securing a continuance of tho regu- 
lation and protection of the fisheries by 
the Iioniiuion, will at the same time fair- 
ly recognize the rights of the provinces 
therein. 

This is a matter which comes very 
closely home to tho people of this prov 
ince. If 11 ■ iashoro fisheries aud thos( 
ill tidal waters belong to tho several 
provinces, aud the provincial ownor.diip 
extends to the three-uiilo limit, a grave 
iiuestion may arise as to the validity of 
the regulations made by the department 
of fisheries alfocting the salmon fishery 
in this province, and the whole subject 
may properly come under the cognizance 
of tho local legislatures. It is needless 
to add that If this is th^ case, a.verj- 
important addition has been made to the 
list of subjects coming withiu the powers 
of that body, and one which will call for 
the exorcise of the best judgment of our 
representatives. 

It may bo interesting to note in this 
connection that the o-wnership of inland 
fisheries has long been a bone of conten- 
tion Iietwoen the govorumont of Now 
Brunswick aud that of tho Dominion. 
It was first raised in connection with fly- 
fishing for salmon, certain prominent 
citizens deliberately violating the orders 
of the fishery warden and resisting him 
when he attempted their arrest and the 
confiscation of their fishing tackle. No 
great amount of violence was employed 
on either side, although the fracas was 
at one stage a little lively. It was held 
by the department at that time that the 
Dominion exercisinl jurisiliction over 
saliiKiii lisbiiig everywhere, but gradual- 
ly tho right of the control of these fish- 
cries l)y the province has been recog- 
nized until now, as we see above, the 
claim is made that it extends to the out- 
side verge of the three-mile limit. 



The Province very properly corrects 
some of its contemporaries, which havo 
referred to Mr. Martin's platform as 
"The Liberal Platform." Mr. Martin 
not only never claimed his proiiimcia- 
iiieuto to be that of any one except hini- 
selr, but very distinctly asserted that he 
is not Tunning as a liiberal. Moreover, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurior told him In his pub- 
lished letter that ho could discover no 
Liberal politics in his platform. 

Wo take leave to doubt the correctness 

of the surmir^e that the South African 
war -will enter into the TJuited Stales 
Iiresidential campaign. Tho people of 
that <(uintry havo had about as much 
w ar as tlicy want, and the political party 
tliiit propcr^es to involve tho country need 
lessly in any foreign <v>iiiplicatioii will 
lie snowed undef. The rantings of a few- 
noisy orators and the ebulitions of yellow- 
journals do not luako up public opif.ion 
in that country. 



LIQUOR LICENSES. 

The disallowance of the Liquor License 
Act of 1809 because of the anti-.Tapaiii'se 
clause in it has created a condition of 
things in this province that has no pro- 
cedent. The result of tlie disallowance is 
that evory license graiilcd miiler iho m l 
is absolutely void, and any person who 
has lieen engaged in the sale of liquors in 

lie province •h.v virtue of sucli a license is 

uliject to prosecution. The roiiealing 
law having Ix.-cii disallowed, the laws 
which it purported to repeal roinaiii in 
force. Tho responsibility for this ex- 
traordinary state of things rests upon 

he Semlin government and especially 
upon .Mr. Martin, ^vhl> was Attorney- 
General of that government at the time 
the objectionable statute, was enacted. 

Tlie' Colonist takes isome little credit 'to 
itself for having pointed out the danger 
involvcil ii; tliese aiiti-.Taiianose clauses. 
At the time very few jiersons could bo 
found to admit that the fear was well 
grounded, but wo felt /itherwise and at 
tho risk of being misiinderstood ;and mis- 
represented, protested against the lnnor- 
rion of such provisions into any of the 
acts p:if;se(l by the house. If the holders 
of licenses find thomBelvo.s subject to pen- 
alties by renaon of the disallowance of 
file iaw undler which they have or may 



The Now-s-Advcrtiscr charges ^Ir.

One of the 
idauses, as introduced, provided, in ef- 
fect, that provincial constables njiglit— - 
when any contagions diKcasc, such as 
suiallpo.x, scarlet fever, diphtheria, etc., 
were prevalent— enter a man's house, and 
remove therefrom, by force, to a post- 
house, any member of a family who 
might have the misfortune to be stricken, 
Mr. Brown, in natural indignation at 
such a proposition, remorkcd, in the de- 
bate, that he should like to see the at- 
tempt made in the case of a member of 
Ills own family, for instance; and inti- 
mated that he should protect his house- 
hold ^vith a Winchester, if necessary, 
against such an 'ontrage,'' ■ , ; , ^

It has never before shipped so 
large a quantity in any one week' during 
the whole of its history as a mine. On 
the last day of April 488 tons of ore left 
in one lot for the smelter and the rail- 
way ofllcials say that that is the largest 
Quantity ever pulled out of the Red 
Mountain depot by one engine. Mr. Mnc- 
^onald, in reference to this particular 
shipment, said that there was a hundred 
tons more ready if tho cars- had been 
available. There is still a shortage of 
ore cars at the depot. The I. X. L. had 
a shipment ready, but there was no 
means of getting it away. It prob.ably 
went out by last night's freight. 

To make easier handling at tho smel- 
ler tho ore is now being sent down twice 
a day, six or seven oars by the passen- 
ger leaving in the foronon and the re- 
mainder at night.

The Pull Court, consisting of Chief 
Justice McColl and Justices Drake, Irv- 
ing and Martin, ye.sterilay delivered 
judgiiicut ill llegiue v. the Union Col- 
liery Company, an appeal from the con- 
viction and finding of the compau\' in 
connection with the Trent bridge disas- 
ter. The Chief .lustice and Mr. .lusti 
Martin held that the conviction should 
stand, .lustices Drake and Irving being 
of the opposite opinion. The conviction 
therefore stands, hut the case will pro- 
bably be appealed to the Supreme Court 
of Canada.

CHIEF .TUSTICE McCOLL. 

The ciuestion to be determined i.- 
whether the company is liable to punish- 
ment under anv section of the Code.

The position at common law was stiit 
ed by Lord Denmaii, C..L, in 18-lli. ii 
Reg, V. Tlij Great North of England 
RailuTiy Co., 10 jurist, p. 75.", to be un 
disputed, and s. 0153 leaves the common 
law in force. Tash. p. i)5'J. 

That being so, to apply s. 252 to the 
company add.s nothing to its criminal 
responsibility for what it is here charged 
with. Is the section applicable to itV 

The .Tudicial Committee in 1892, A.C 
at p. -187, laid down the rule applicahk 
to a statutory code as being tliat if any 
enactment is in itself "intelligible and 
free from ambiguity" "the law should 
be interpreted by interpreting the Ian 
guage used," and that resort ought not 
to be bad to the pre-existing law except 
upon some such special ground as that 
the language is of "doubtful import," or 
"had previK'.'.^'j :icquired a technical 
meaning." ' 

Lord .Tustico Thestger in (1880) 5 Q. 
B.D., at p. 319, formulates three rules 
by which the determination whether the 
term "person" — the efiuivnlcnt to "one' 
as used in the code — includes corpora 
tions, holding they should not be in 
eluded except where "first the term is 
expressly interpreted as including them, 
or, secondly, the context of the act clear 
ly shows tliiit they are included, or, 
thirdly, the object and scope of the act 
peremptorily reipiire them to be so in 
eluded and the context does not clearly 
negative a con.stniction to that effect." 

In my opinion all three conditions .ex- 
ist in the jiresent case. 

The breach of duty may have been tli 
omission of the company alone, and even 
if some jierson conneeteil with it is al 
liable, Lord Denman in the judgment r 
fcrred to shows the great importance 
the public for maintaining the liability of 
the company as well. 

The cases of Reg. v. Tyler & Co., 
(IS!)!) 2 Q.fl.D. (C.A.I, p. .WS; ;uiil Reg. 
V. Toronto Ry. Co., 2 C. C. C, p. 471, 
may be usefull.v considered. 

As s. 230 defines mauslnughter to he 
eulpable homicide not nniouiitiug_U.:..;;iur 
<ler, and s. 218 ileiinos hoiiiicitle'tn tie tic- 
killing of a human being by aiuitlier, a 
eorjjoration cannot be convicted of sucli 
an offense. 

Hut the words "grievous hmlily injury" 
ill section 2."')2 have no tecliuical nieiin- 
iiig. and in their natural sense include 
injuries resulting in death, and there 
being no conllict between this si'ctiou 
anil iin.v other enactinent relaling to cnr- 
porations. ^it would be most extraordin- 
ary if the 'company could escape liability 
merely because the conseciuences of its 
breach of dnt.v were more serious than 
would have sulllced to make it punish- 
able. 

It was argued that the heading of the 
grouji of sections in which s. 2.'i2- is 
found "Roilily injuries and acts anil 
omissions causing danger to the per- 
son" indicates that this section was not 
intended t.. apply in case of death. But 
many of these sections deal with acts 
and omissions likely to cause death, and 
one at least (s. 2.15) expressly provides 
for the case of death caused by an 
omission, so that any light which may 
be thought to be ullorded in this way is 
not to the advantage ot the company. 

The distinction between headings so 
dr.awn as to be applicable grammatically 
to the sections following them and head- 
ings "inserted for the convenience of 
reference and not intended to control 
the interpretation of the clauses which 
follow" is pointed ont in Union, etc.. v. 
Melbourne, etc. (188-1), 9 A.C, p. 309, 
where it is in effect laid down that it lies 
upon ilie company to show that to hold 
s. 252 included a corporation is incon- 
sistent with the context or subject mat- 
ter merely because , death has resulted, 

AVhat is 'the'"effect of death in such

Bat if the offender is a corporation the 
death is merely a supervening aggrava- 
ti(m which, as it creates no new crime, 
{•nnnot, it seems to me, affect the crime 
which already existed. 

If that be so then, that the death may 
have ensued nt onco does not, I thinl;, 
make any difference, for the injury ne- 
cessarily proceeds (precedes?) the death 
and is not tlio less but the more grievous 
cause of such result. 

As to the nature of the punishment, 
s. t!.'19 expressly provides that it is to be 
such as i.s applicable to corporations, 
and this was well understood to be a 
line. Section 'J'M leaves the amount of 
the line to the discretion of the court. 

As to the (luestion of puiiiBhineiit, 
Lord Blackburn says in (18S0) 5 A.C, at 
Iip.

But a 
corporation may be lined and a corpora- 
tion may pay diimages, and therefore I 
must totally dissent notwithstanding 
what Lord .lustice Brnmwell said or is 
reported to have saul," "I must really 
say that I do not feel the slightest doubt 
on that part of the case." 

ll was iigi-eed that seclion ll.'!9 only 
oiiahles a line to be imposed if the cor- 
poration does not appear, that is, in ef- 
IVi-i it is left to the accused in any case 
to evade punishment by the use of the 
expedient of simply appearing. Such a 
ennistruetiim is of course out of the ques- 
1 1,111 unless the words are incapable of n 
sensible meaning. 

I have not been forced to the coiichi- 
sion that when parliament imiiosed upon 
the courts the duty of eonvictiiig corpor- 
al ions guilty of offenses under s. 2.j2

c:ue may endanger human life as under 
a lesal duty to avoid suck danger auu ns 
.criniiually responsible for tlie consequ- 

■ cncets of omitting,,, ■without lawful ex- 
cuse, to perform such duty. ■. 

- 'Sections 101, 192 were referred to, and 
it was argued that the indictment could 
be supported under any se'ction in the 
code which -had reference, to the' offence 
charged. Sqction 191 doBnes a coniiuon 
nuisance ns an act or omission which en- 
dangers the lives or safety of the public 
or by which the public are obstructed in 
the onjoynient of any common right. The 
ljublic in its ordinary meaning refers to 
the community at large, and wliou ap- 
lilied to property or rights moans riglits 
or property common to the enjoyment of 
.all persons. The indictment does not al- 
lege au infringement of any duty to the 
public at large, and I do not thinl< this 
section applies to the present indictment. 
Then wo hiive section 102 which 
says: " Everyone is guilty of 
au indictable offence and liable 
to one year's imprisonment or tine who 
•commits any common nuisance wbii'h en- 
dangers the lives, safety or health of 

' the public." This is still limited to en- 
dangering the lives, safety or health of 
the public, but it proceeds, "or who oc- 
casions injury to the person of any in- 
dividual." Both the offences here indi- 
cated, the one of potential and the other 
of actual injury, must arise out of the 
committal of a- commou nuisance. Un- 
less this is shown these sections do not 
app!y,V- ' •'• 

•Section 213 raiikes the neglect of rea- 
sonable precautions when there is a legal 
^uty to take such precautions not a crini- 

' inal offence but makes the i)er.son rcspon- 
'sible criminally liable for the couse- 
<iuences; therefore whatevei; neglect of 
duty may have existed, that does not con- 
stitute an offence under this section, but 

.' if that neglect is followed by .conse- 
quences injurious to the individual, then 
crinnnal responsibility arises. 

The criminal liability of corporations 
.Hggregate for breaches of duty is no new 
law. This li.ibility has been freciuently 
,.'>llirmod in the EnglLsh courts. In Beg. 
Ts. The Great North of England Rail- 
way Company, 1) Q.R., 315, Lord Den- 
Tjmn says: "Some dicta occurs in old 
.cases. A corporation cannot be guilty 
of treason or felony, and it might be 
added of perjury or off'ences against the 
person; hat it is liable for assault com- 
mitted by its riorvants if authorized by 
them; it'is also liable for libel, trespass 
and misfeasance." See U. v. The Groat 
North of England Railway Company, 9 
A. k. E., 311. 

' The indictment charges the company 
with the death of certain persons owing 
to their neglect of duty. This is a 

■ charge of manslaughter, the punishment 
of which is n term of imprisonmout for 
life. But a corporation cannot suffer im- 
prisonment, therefore the punishment laid 
down in the Code is not applicable to 
such a body. 

The Code by section 252 makes any 
person who by any imlawtul act, or by 
doing negligently or omitting to do any 
act -which it is his duty to do causes 
grievous bodily injury to any other per- 
son, liable to two years' imprisonment. 
"This section, it' the indictment had al- 
leged grievous bodily injury alone to 
some individual, might have been invok- 
ed in order to make section 058, under 
which the fine was inflicted, applicable, 
l)Ut the indictment as I road it is an in- 
•dictment for manslau.ghter. 

Docs the term grievous bodily injury 
apply when death results from the neg- 
lect of duty'? 

I do not think that the use of the 
term hndily injury is of any greater im- 
port than "hoilily barm. In every case 
■\vlien death ensues bodily barm or injury 
lias been done. But. tlie penalties are 
difitinct. and in the case of Keg. vs. Friel. 
17 Cox C.C., 1890, Williams. .1., bi>ld 
that when tliore had lieen a summary 
conviction for assault, and the jjersou as- 
-snnlted dies of the injury, a plca of autre 
fois convicte is not necessary to nn in- 
dictment for manslaughter, because the 
•death is a new fact, not a mere matter

of aggravation, or a mere consequence, 
liecause in catics of manslaughter based 
on dealii lesulting from culpable negli- 
gence there is no criminal offense unless 
deatli ensues and gives riaa ko a charge 
of manslaughter. On this last remark 
of the learned judge section 202, which 
I am now considering, is not in the En- 
gliah act, but when death ensues the of- 
fense is no longer grievous bodily in- 
jury bvt culpable homicide. 

The object of nn indictment is to en 
able the defendant to know what <;isc 
he has to meet. The •necessary facts 
must be set out witli certainty, but there 
is uo necetisary form of words to make a 
perfect indictment if all essential all(^ 
gations are contained in it, and if thi; 
offence created by the statute is in H\ib- 
staiieo char.ged. Tlie question whether 
this indictment is good or bad is not be- 
fore lis, but it curtaiiily does not indi- 
cate to the dofeudants iliat llicy are <!all- 
ed upon to plead to a case uf grievous 
bodily injury. Tliey are cmIUmI iiiioii lo 
plead to ail iiiiiietiueiit for unlawfully 
caii.siiig the dealli of I'crtain individuals, 
wliicli would be culpable hoinicidc, and 
a c'orponitioii cannot lie tried on suc'ii an 
indict iiient. In my opinion the question 
sulmiitted to us must be answered in the 
iieg.ative.

In this matter, the question reserved 
for the court is, will the indictment lie 
against a corporatiou 

In regard to the point raised as to 
the offense being a nuisance, sections I'Jl 
and 192, I need only atld to the remarks 
of my brother Drake, that the lucid 
uotes on said sections to be found in 
Cranksliaw, fully support the view tak- 
en as to llic nuisance dealt with by said 
sections being in such a case a common 
one. 

.Section 213 I regard as merely laying 
down a principle of criminal responsi- 
bility, and liability to be indicated arises 
only in the event of cousequences result- 
ing which are offeuses against the crim- 
inal law. A careful consideration of 
I'art XVI o£ the Code, which embraces 
sections 200-17 under the beading "Du- 
ties tending to the preservation of life," 
seems to make this clear. Further, it is 
signihcant that in the schedule of forms 
of indictment under said Part forms are 
given to be used in connection with all 
the sections in the Part except the three 
sections of a declaratory nature, i.e., 'IVZ, 
213 and 21-1. 

The consequences for which a corpora- 
tion may be made responsible by said 
si'ctiiiii 213 cannot be manslaughter, be- 
cau c, as pointed out by the learned 
( iiief Justice, the delinitioiis of homicide 
and manslaughter contained in sections 
218 and 230 restrict that (a-inio to a 
•'buniau being." The defendant com- 
pany, then, was not, and could not have 
been, indicted for manslaughter since it 
is a physical impossibility that :t could 
have committed that offense, or any oth- 
er which infers a paysical existence, c. 
g., rape; as Lord Douman said in Rogiua 
v.Great Nortli of England Ry. Co. (18-10) 
I) t^.R.. 320, 'Nobody lias sought to lix 
them (corporations) with acts of immor- 
ality." The defendant company not be- 
ing a human being had uo reason to sup- 
pose that it was being indicted for an 
olfeusc tua'. could only have been com- 
mitted by a human being, so the question 
here is. What offense was it indicted 
tor"? The only offense inentioned in the 
Criminal Code which it was called upon 
lo answer is that set out in section 252. 
if a "human being," to quote section 
218, had been arraigned under this in- 
dictment 1 have no doubt that we would 
have, under the criminal practice of to- 
day, by reason of the benelicial results 
oi; recent enactments and decisions, been 
entitled to suiiposc that he was charged 
with nianslaiiglit(;r, oecanse even though 
the indictment does not use the historic 
words "kill and slay," or "'manslaught- 
er," which are mentioned in the forms 
ot indictment under Title V of the Code, 
yet section Oil, wherein the present re- 
quirements of an ihdictment arc upeci- 
licd, provides that the statement of the 
oll'ense "may be made in popular lan- 
guage without any technical avermeiits 
iir any allegations of matter not essential 
lo lie prov(;d," and that such statement 
may !)<• "in any words sulhcient to give 
the accused notice of the olfcMisc with 
which he is charged." The cltect of this 
section has been considered in the case 
Regiiia v. Lapierru (IS'JTl, 1 C. C. C. 
■113, and again quite rccenlly in llegina 
v. U'eir t'O'J), 3 Can. C. C, 1U2. In the 
latter case at ii. 1U7, Mr. Wurteli! says, 
referring to an indictment then in tiucs- 
tioii: 

"'riic language used i.s certainly iiu- 
graiiiinatical, and the drafting or word- 
ing of the indictment is faulty in con- 
struction, but as it contains a statement 
of all the facts and circumstances where 
are essential to constitute the oll'ense 
created by section 00 of 'The Bank Act,' 
it is not bad on that account." 

lint though, under the above authori- 
ties, the indictment is so framed that 
now, but not formerly, a "human being" 
might have been justitied in thinking the 
charge ho had to meet was manslaught- 
er, what does it contain that, so far as 
the Code is couccruud, would give a cor- 
poration any ground or reason for be- 
lieving that it uad to meet any other 
charge than one of causing grievous 
bodily injury under section 252'/ After 
mature rellection 1 am contrained to 
answer, nothing. It is not ns though 
there was any other statute, or section 
in the Code, relating to the offense, or 
that any new offense had been created 
unknown to the common law, or that, 
so far us the defendant company is con- 
cerned, any other charge might be 
brought against it upon the indictment. 
So this is not a case where a defendant 
company might not be able to gather 
from the indictment what statute it was 
charged under, because, as has been 
seen, there is only one section of the 
Code which is applicable. Nor could 
any question arise as to whether the of- 
fense charged was against the common 
law or the statute, because the language 
used in the evidence would be the same 
in either case. That this indictment may 
be supported at common law. I ,do' not 



understand to be disputed— Kegina v. 
the Great North oC England Railway Co. 
supra., followed in The Eastern Got),n- 
tics Itailway Co. v. Broon (1851), i! 
Ex., 314; and Whitfield v. South Baat- 
ern BaUway Co. (1858), B. B. & B., 114, 
in which last mentioned case Lord 
Campbell, O.J., said "an indictment may 
be preferred against a corporation ag- 
gregate both for commission and omis- 
sion, to be followed up by tine, although 
not by imprisonment." 

1 have considered the case of Regiua 
V. Friel (1891), 17 Cox, 325, but the cir- 
cumstances therein differ so materially 
from the case at bar that I am unable 
to derive assistance from it. 

In view of the fact that the judgment 
of the learned Chief ilustice, which 1 
have had the benefit of perusing, exact- 
ly' expresses my view of the case, it is 
unnecessary to give at greater length 
my reasons for answering the question 
in the allirmative.

This was au aMieal from an order 
made by Mr. Justice Irving refusing 
to dissolve an injunction granted by the 
Chief Justice restraining the defendant, 
Hnnoy, from applying for a crown grant 
to the. "Legal Tender Mineral Claim," 
pending the determination of the action. 
The ground- of appeal was that the court 
exceeded!' its jurisdiction in restraining 
the defendant from so applying— in that 
it was an interference with uie crown 
and a department of the crown which 
could act quite apart from the view of 
the- court as to who was entitled, i.e., 
that the court, whilst holdiug, should it 
do so that the plaintiff was entitled, 
would be powerless to prevent the crown 
frotu issuing the grant to the defend- 
ant. 

The point Tvas taken that ns the 
tion was partly tried it was not open 
for the court to now consider the appeal 
from what was an interlocutory order. 
Ill the end without deciding the matter 
on the merits the court decided that no 
order would be made; considering the ac 
lion was actually being tried; other than 
to direct that the costs be costs in the 
cause.

Mayor Houston has become very much 
alarini'd, says the Nelson Miner, because 
certain gentlenien ha\e exercised their 
Ic-al riglitti and filed objections to the 
wlioksale stuUing of the voters' list on 
the eve of election. He has accused 
those ^vho have made the objections of 
attemiitiiig to cut only laborers from tho 
list. If Mr. Uouaion's friends had not 
made application in the names of a large 
number of persons who were put upon 
the list as laborers and who were not 
(,ualified to vote there would have been 
uo such "wholesale" objection as he 
ters to. The statutes give the right to 
any British subject 21 years of age and 
who has lived for si.\; montiis in the prov- 
ince and one mouth in the riding to ap- 
ply to have his nnme entered on tlie reg- 
ijitered list of voters, but it does not 
give tltat right to several hundred aliens 
and persons who have not these qnalifi- 
catious, and who give their address hh 
the Klondike ho.tel, for instance, when 
tliat house is uot'largc enough to provide 
accommodation for- one fifth of them. Mr. 
Houston has the right himself to object, 
as provided by the law, to any name 
being put upon the voters' list and his 
objection will be heard at the proper 
court, but to assume that the list can be 
stulVed at the last moment to secure his 
election is a course of procedure against 
whieh the statutes of British Uolumbia 
have very properly made provision. 

The Provincial Election Act, chap. 07, 
of tho Kevised Statutes, as amended by 
section 3, chapter 25, 1800, allows every 
British subject, 21 years of a.gc, pos- 
fiessiug the necessary iiualifications as to 
residence, to make application on form 
"A" to liavc his name entered on the 
voters' list, and two weeks thereafter, 
liy section 7, of the Amended Act, tho 
collector of votetj is directed to so en- 
ter it unless written objection has been 
received by him in the meantime. By 
sub-section F and G of section 11, as 
amended by the lOlection Act, the collec- 
tor of votes shall hold a court of revi- 
sion on tho first Monday of May and No- 
vcinher in each year, and ho shall adju- 
dicate only on the names which liavo 
been objcH'ted to in writing thirty days 
prior thereto, and, of which objection, 
notice has been given 21 days prior there- 
to, to the party whoso name has been ob- 
jected to. Tile result, therefore, is that 
all names filed at any time 30 days prior 
10 May 7 and objected to in writing can- 
not be adjudicated upon and rejected or 
placed on the list '■until the court of re- 
vision to be held on the first Monday of 
November next. Such Je the law, and 
the collector of votes as a judge nf a 
court must follow the law as he finds it. 

It has been an open boast of some of Mr. 
Houston's supporters that they had the list 
"iLxed" so that Mr. Houston could be elect- 
ed In any fleUl of candidates, and so far 
as they knew they were spe;iklng the truth. 
They certainly had the list ' tlxed" but for- 
tunately the law had made provision to 
prevent such wholesale stulTliig. So far 
as The Miner can learn, the men who have 
nied olijeetlons witli the collector of votes 
have nothing whatever to do with the Con- 
servative association or with .Mr. Fletcher's 
campaign coniiiilttees. Tlioy are acting 
merely witiilii tlielr rights a.s lirltlsh sub- 
Ji'cts and cpialltieil electors. If Mr. Ilous.- 
ton can tliid any application.'! liled by the 
Censervative association and signed by men 
whom lie believes not to be qualified elec- 
tors, ill- lias the same right to objection.

Anderson, deputj' 
minister of agriculture, returned l)y the 
noon train ou Monday from attending 
and Mldressing the spring regular iBOet- 
mgs of the farmers' institutes at Cedar, 
Comox, Courtney, Purkvillo and Aibox- 
nl. J'''or tho most part, in si)it^ of tho 
distra'ctiou naturally caused by the ini- 
peuding elections, tbe meetings -were 
well attended nnd tlic greatest interest 
manit'ustcd in Mr. Stevens' addresses. 
This gentleuiun, whilst not a fluent 
ypoaUer, is iievertholoss ii luuu so well 
.posted iu his subject, which is . llu.' 
"Dairy Cow," that lie cannot fail to car- 
ry conviction wlien lie speaks on his fav- 
orite theme, and the only woudor is that 
after hearing liini more people di> not 
go in for dairying in the thorougli man- 
ner he advocates.. Mr. Steveais' address, 
which Mr. Aiulerson hopes to print iu 
tile ne.\t uuuual report of Institutes, is 
replete with valimble information and 
contains statistics of actual facts in con- 
nection with the dairy iudnslry which 
are in themselves truly a.'^tonishiug. Mr. 
Stevens, who is himself a breeder of 
dairy cattle, and wlio is a thorough be- 
liever iu Jerseys uIjovc all otliers, gave 
some ligures of tlie product of his herd 
for several years, a:;ionK.st which may 
be mentioned that the average proiiuct 
of eacli of his cows last year was over 
?'J2 per head. 1'liis result was obtained 
by a careful selection of the littest 
through imlividual tests, tlie poor and 
indifferent cows beint' ail weeded out of 
his herd. The cousecjueuce is that lie 
has a ready sale for all of his calves 
which he wishes to dispose of, the bull 
calves fetching fancy prices.

G. W. Taylor, 
vice-president, in the tliair, whitbcr the 
speakers were driven by Mr. Cookingi 
the livery stable keeper, on Tuesday 
evening. Ou the return trip one of the 
horses becnine fractious, resulting in n 
run away and a suxash-up of the con- 
veyance "and the severe injury to Mr.

On AV^ednesdny the spealsers proceed- 
ed to Coiuo.n; by the little steamer Sun- 
bury, which made the trip in about nine 
hours, aud held a Jii<.-cting in tlie even- 
ing at the agricultural hall at Courtney, 
presided over by Air. Joseph McPliee, 
president, which was ■well attended by 
the farmers of tho jiistrict. ' Comox is 
an ideal daiiying jBOuntry> and as . there 
arc several' «icee88ful dairymen' iu the 
district, much iatervst was evinced and 
tlie mtietiog was in .consequence a pro- 
tracted one. .The next morning was 
spent in an hispection of the ranches 
and a drive thKWgh .'the valley. Mr, 
Alex. Urquhart, who is extensively en 
gaged iu butter making, has all the mod' 
eru appliances of a factory and a fine 
herd of cows. The whole were thorough 
3y inspected by Mr. Stevensi who ex 
pressed himself as pleased with ail. He 
says that Mr. Di^uhart has one of the 
best herdfl of cattle he has seen, and 
when he was informed that in conse- 
quence of there ^eing no sale for them 
the bull calves had to be slaughtered, he 
expressed his astonishmnt that such a 
state of affairs should. exist. He said it 
was littlis ahort of .murder that these 
flue animals, which were worth so much, 
should be disposed of iu such a wasteful 
manner, and it showed very little per- 
spicacity on the part of the dairymen of 
the province to allow it. Mr. Stevens 
expressed himself us thoroughly pleased 
with the valley genEtnliy, and prophesies 
a great future for Como.K, if the people 
arc only true to themselves. 

The return trip was. made in the after- 
noon and Nauaimo was reached about 
ten o'clock at night. ■i<''riday was spent 
in proceeding to Parkville uud holdiug 
a meeting iu tlio evening at the school 
house, Mr. B. F. Hickey, president, iu 
the cnair. This meeting was well at- 
tended, aud although not us yet a dairy- 
ing district to any e.x.tont, the diseussion 
evoked by the address ju-oved the people 
are anxious to learu anything which may 
prove of benefit to them as farmers. 

-Mr. Anderson was also closely (pies- 
ti(meil regarding the operation of the Do- 
minion experimental farms, the distribu- 
tion of literliture from the deiiartnient 
over whicli ne presides and other mat- 
ters, which he endwivoreil to answer to 
the satisfaction of the audience. Amongst 
other matters the apathy of the newspa- 
pers of tho province to matters affecting 
the farming interests was .dilated upoui 
and Mr. Anderson was asked if he could 
explain why it wa.s that while nil other 
iriduntries had special references made to 
them by the press, the agricultural in- 
dustry was totally ignored. iVIr. Ander- 
son promised to briug the mutter to the 
notice of the press, iiud hoped the 
grounds of complaint would be jeniovod. 
I'^or his part he fouud tho ju-ess always 
willing to give publicity to matters relat- 
ing to agriculture which he bjoiight up, 
but he was free to confess that some 
surprise was evinced by Kome of the 
KjieUkers from Oregon aud Washington 
last winter that a column was not de- 
,\;tited to this subject in any of the ncws- 
.pajiers and that carefully revised daily 
(luotations of current prices were con- 
spicuously absent. 

AJ.berni was reached on the succeeding 
day jibout 2 p.m., and a mating held 
.about 'i-.'.iO p.m., presided over by Mr, 
lleary Hills, president. This meetiue 
was iiot largely attended, but the rc- 
miu-ka of Mr. Stevens evoked a Jively 
discussion which carried it well on to 
7 o'dock-. at whidi hour a political meet- 
jiJK was jJX)poiuted to be held. The want 
of a market was the princii)al matter 
of co«teutv>iJ here, and Mr. Stevens tried 
lo kIjow thiinti present that liy co-opera- 
tion ther -jOHld accomplish a great cicil 
and secure -j portion of the trade of the 
coal mining centres ou the east coast. 
He instanced cisijs in Wasliingtou 
where people Jmd to take their proilnce 
over much worse roads and longer dis- 
tances to tlu;ir markets and made 
money at lower prices .for their produce. 

Tlie return journey to Nauaimo was 
accomplished mi Sunday: the distance

Canierou iake, out of 
which llows Qualicum river, is fed by a 
beaaitiful stream, which takes it source 
iu .Mouut Arrow-smith aud Hows through 
•mo of the grandest forests imaginable, 
the ground carpeted with beautiful ferns 
and ilowers. The whole— Mt. Arrow- 
suuth, Cameron lake, the forests and riv- 
er.s— form an ideal natural park, and 
shotild be secured for the purpose, and 
the ruthless hand of man destroys their 
natural grandeur and beauty. What bet- 
ter way can the overflowing coifers of 
'our rich men be employed than a gift to

Work— War Incidents. 

J. M. Harrington, an engineer at the De 
Iteers mines-, relates In the London Dally 
Teienraiih how the lioerH took advantage 
of Itrltlsh limiiaii!ty during the siege of 
Klmherli'v. ]le says:

"Aicxandersfontelu is a little place seven 
nr eight miles outside KImberlcy, and Is a 
well-known plensnre resort. It has been 
oei'uirlod by Boers, but one afternoon wo 
learned that thoy had left the place. Im- 
medlnteJy we rushed In and took possession, 
f^horlly afterward, a Boer waggon came 
along, anil the driver, evidently thinking 
his fricmls were still In the place, drove 
uiiKUspei'lliidy along the main road until 
he was suddenly Burrounded by British 
troops and ordered to put up his hands. 
Seeing who we were he tired his rllle, but 
happily no one was hit. If he had nor llreii 
we should only have taken hini jirlsoner. 
However,' before he had time to have an- 
other shot he had four bullets In him. 

"The waggon and the bmly were removed 
about ten minutes niefore a boy of fifteen 
rode Into the place. He also wan surrourol- 
ed, and told to put his hands up. Curlou.s- 
ly enough he exclaimed In English, 'It's 
all right. I have despatches.' We laughed
